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COLONIAL DEPARTMENT. 
DOWNING STREET, OCTOBER 17, 1814. 

Captain Macdougall arrived carly this morning with 
a dispatch, addressed to Earl Bathurst, one of his Ma- 
jesty's Principal Secretaries of State, by Colonel 
Braok, of which the following is a copy :— 

On board his Majesty's ship Tonnant, 
Chesapcake, September 17. 

My lord=el have the honour to inform your Lord. 
ship, that the division of troops under the command of 
Major General Rosseffecteda disewbarkation on the 
morning of the 12th of September, near North 
Point, on the teft point of the Patapsco River, dis- 
tant from Baltimore gbout thirteen miles, with (he 
view of pushing a reconnoissance, in co-operation with 
the naval forces, to that towns and acting thereon as 
the enemy’s strength and positions might be found to 
dictate. s 

The approach on this side to Baltimore lays through 
a small peninsula formed by the Patapsco and Back 
Riverand generally from two to three miles broad, 
while it narrows in some places to less than half a mile. 
Three miles from North Point the enemy had entrench- 
ed himself quite across this neck of land, towards 
which (the disembarkation havìng been completed at an 
early hour) the troops advanced. The enemy was 
actively employed in the completion of this work, 
deepening the ditch, and strengtheniag its front by atow 
abbatis, both which, however, he precipitately aban- 
doned on the approach of our skirmishers, leaving in 

eur hands some few dragoons, being part of his reas 
„guard, : ij ' 

About two miles beyond this post our advance be- 

came engaged; the country was here closely wooded,

selves. At this moment the galant General Ross 
received a wound in his breast, which pröved mortal. 
He only survived to recommend a yeung and anprovided 
family to the protection of his King and country. 
Thus fell at an early age one of the brightest ornaments 
of his professions one who whether at the head 
of a regiment, a brigade, ora corps, had atike dis- 
plaged the talents of commands who was not less . 
belsved in his private, than enthusiastically admired 
ìn His public character; and whose euly fault, if it may : 
be deemed so, was an excess of gallantry, enierptise, 
and devotion to the service. If ever it were permite - 
ted to a soldier to lament those who fall în hatile, we 
may indeed in this instance claim that melancholy pri- 
vilege. Thus it ie, that the honour of addressing your 
Lordship, and the command of this army, have devolv- 
ed upon mes duties which, under any other circum- 
Stances, might have been emibraced as the mast envia- 
ble gifts of fortume: and here 1 venture to solicit, 
through your Lordship, his Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent's consideration to the circumstances of 
my succeeding; during operations of so much moment, 
to an oficer of such high and established merit. 

… Our advance continuing to press forward, the enemy’s 
Tight troops were pushed to within fve miles of Baltie 
mote, where a corps of about 6000 men six pieces of 
artilleiy, and some hundred cavalry, were discovered 
posted under cover of a wood drawn up in a very dense 
order, and lining a strong paling, which crossed the 
main road ncarly at riehtangles. The creeks and in 
Tets of the Patapsca and Back Rivers, which approach 
each othef at this point, will in some measure account 
for the contracted nature of the enemy's position. I 
immediately ordered the necessary dispo-itions fora 
general attack. The light brigade, under the c_mmand 
of Major Janes, of the 41h, consisting of the 83th light 
infantry, under Major Gubbins and rhe light companies 
of the army under Major Pringle, of the 2}st, covercal 
the whole of the front, driving in the enemy’s skirmish= 
ers with gfeat Ioss on his main body. ‘Fhe th regie’ 
ment, under Major Faunce, by a detour through some 
hollow ways, gained unperceived a lodgment close ujroa 
the enemy's left. The remainder of the right brigade, 
under the command of the Hon Lieutenant Colonel 
Mullings, consisting of the 44th regiment, under Major 
Johnson, the marines of the fect, under Captain 
Robyns, anda detachmert of seamen, under Captain 
Money, of the Frave, formed Line alung the enemy’s 
front; while the left brigade, under Colonel Patere 
son, consisting of the 2Ist regiment, commanded by 
Major Whitaker, the 2d battalior marines by Lieut. 
Cot. Malcolm, and a detachment of marines, by Major 
Lewis, remained in columns on the road, with ore 
ders to deploy to his left, and press the enemy’s 
right, the moment the ground became sufficient! y® 
pen to admit of that movement. Im this order. 
the signal heing given, the whole of the troops 
Advanced rapidly to the charge. In less thar fifteen. 
minutes, the enen:y's force being utterly broken and 
dispersed Bed in every direction over the country, 
leaving on the field two piece of cannon, witha eonsis 
derable number of killed, wounded, and prisuners. The: 
enemy lost in thie short but brilliant affairs from five: 
to six hundred in killed and woundeds while at the 
most moderate computation he is at least ome thuue 
aand hors de conibat. The 5th regiment of militia, in: 
particular has been represented as nearly annihitated. 
The day being now far advanced, and the troops (ag 
isalways the case on the frst march after disemharka= 
tion) much fatigned, we halied for the night on the 
ground of wbich the enemy had been di.posseseed. 
Here I received a convnunication from Vice Admiral

At day break on the I3th, the army again advancêd, 
and at-teù o'clock } occupied a favcurable position 
enstward ot Baltimore, distant about a mite und half, 
and from whence 1 could reconkoitre at my leisure the 
defences of that town. Baltimore is completely sure 
rounded by strong but detached hìlls,-on which the 
eneiny had constructed a chain’ of palisaded redoubte, 
connected by a small breast-work: I have, however, 
reason to think that the defence to the northward aad 
westward of the place were in a very unfinished state. 
Chinkapin Hill, which lay in front of our position, 
completely commands (he town; this was the strongest 
part of the line, and here the enemy seemed most 
apprehensive of attack. These works were defended, _ 
according to the best information which we could obe 
tain, by about 15,000 men, with a large train of 
artillery. 

Judging it perfectly feasible, with the description 
of forces under my command, I made arrangements 
for a night attack, during which the superiority of the 
enemy's artillery would not have been so much felt, 
and Captain M:Dongall, the bearer of these dise 
patches, will have the honour to point out to your 
Lordship those particular points of the line which KE 
had proposed tn act en. Buring the evening, however, 
I receïved a enmmunicatioa from the Comunaader in 
Chief of the naval forces, by which 1 was informed, 
that in consequence of the entrance te the harbour 
being closed uy by vessels sunk for that purpose by 
the enemy, a naval co-operation against the town and 
camp was found impracticable. Under these circume 
stances, and keeping in view your Lordshijp’s instruce 
tions, it wag agreed between the Vice Admiral and 
myself, that the capture of the town would not have 
‘been a sufficient equivalent to the loss which might 
probably be sustained in storming the heights. 

Having formed this resolution, after compelling the 
enemy to sink upwards of twenty vessels in different 
parts of the harbour, causing the citizens to remove 
almost the whole of their property to places of more 
security inland, obliging the Government to conceme 
trate alt the military force of the surrounding states, 
harassing the militia, and forcing them to collect from 
many remote districts, causing the enemy to burn a 
valuable rope-walk,-with other public buildings, in 
order to clear the glacis in front of their redoubts, bee 
sides having beaten and routed them in a general action, 
Iretireden the 14th, three miles from the position which 
Ihadoccupied, where L halted during some hours. 
This tardy movement was partly caused by an expectas 
tion that the enemy might possihly be induced to move 
out of the entrenchmen!s and follow us; but he profited 
by the Iesson which he had received on the 12th, and 
towards the evening 1 retired the troops about three 
miles and a half further, where 1 took up my ground 
for the night. Having ascertained, at a late hour on 
the morning of the 15ih, that the enemy had no dispo- 
sition to quit his entrenchments, F moved down, and 
Te-embarked the army at North Point, not leaving à 
man behind, and carrying with me about 200 prisoners, 
being persons of the best families in the city, and 
which number might have been very Considerabty in= 
creased, was not the fatigue of the troops an object 
principatly to be avoided. 


I have now to remark to your Lordship that nothing 
could surpass the zeal, unanimity, and ardcur, display- 
ed hy every description of force, whether naval, milis 
tary, of marine, during the whole of those operations.

At& P. M. the powder magazine ex- 
ploded. Next morning we took possession of the 
works, consisting of a fort mounting two 52 pounders, 
two 3%, and eight ds, a battery om the beach of five 
18s, a martello tower, with two 128, and a batiery ia 
the rear, of two 12 and six 6-pounders. The guns, 
which had heen already sjiked by the enemy, were 
completely destroyed: by aur seamen. The squadron 
then went up the river to Alexandrie, and.a capitula- 
tion was entered into hy the Coannon Council of that 
city, the substance of which was given in our last, 
Ou the 3lst August the squadrou moved dowa the 
river, bringing (Fa small gun-boat and 2t merchant 
veszels Fully ladea. The Devastation having grounde 
ed, her destruction was attempted by 3 fireevessels 
aud 5 roweboatss the latter were, however, chased 
back to Alexauydria by the boats of the squadron, and 
the fire-thips were. towed toa distance. Another ale 
tempt of the same kind against the,Devestation proved 
equally abortive ; and the batteries which had beed 
erected along the banks of the river to annoy the 
squadron“ on its retreat wete completely zilenced.

_ Sir A. Cochrane's Dispatch of the 17th ult. sets out 
with stating that tbe appraaching equinactial new 
moon rendering it uasafe to proceed immediately out 
of the Chesapeake witlr the combined. expedition, to 
act upon the plans which bad heen concerted previous 
to the departure of the 1pbigeniag Major General 
Ross and himself resolved to oecupy the intermediate 
time to advantage, hy making a demonstration upon 
the city of Baltimore, which mighe be converted into 
a real attack, should circumstances gpjear to justify 
it. He then proceeds to give an outline of tbe subsoe 
quent operations. Of the heroic General Ross he

It was received with 
plaudits; but there were many dissenticnts, 
who expressed their dislike of the terms by 
groans and hisses. 

Some of the terms that have been announced 
are viquestienably satisfactory ; but vù one 
point we find great dillerence of opiniun to 
prevail; namely, leaving the question of dis. 
‘puted territory=—mor, in other words, fhe 
settlement of a new boundary line, to Com- 
missioners to be respectively appointed. 

To this one of the principal ebjections 
Urged is, that a treaty having been signed, 
Ministers will probably relax in their exer. 
tions for maintaining by force of arms the 
fair claims of this country to a safe barrier; 
that in the mean time the Americans, in the 
fear of a protracted war, will every day be 
increasing (heir means both of defence and 
offence; that thus the relative position of the 
two countries will ín the intvrim be changed 
to the disadvantage of Britains and that, 
consequently, an advantage will thus be given 
to the Uwvited States in the future discussions, 
which they never could have obtained under 
a system of vigorous warfare carried on for 
the purpose of communding the proper terms. 

In support of these objectivus ta the 
Treaty, itis urged, that Monroe’s letter is 
of the Ame. 
rican Government not tw concede a single 
point fur which the contest was carried on. 
‚He declares in that letter, that “The United 
States must relinquish no right, or perish in 
the struggle; there is no intermediate ground 
to rest on; a concession of one point, leads 
direculy to the surrender of every other.” 
It is therefore contended, that as the American 
Commissioners have conceded more than one 
point, the Treaty will not be ratifed by 
Madison, and that, in the mean time, by the 


‚ possible relaxation on our part, already hinted 


at, we may,and probably will be put in worse 
Circumstances than before the signing of the 
Treaty. 

Now it is true, certainly, that the Treaty 
does concede certain points denied by Mon. 
Toe's letter, and therefore it is possible that 
the American Coimmissioners assumed, with. 
out pussessing the powers of Plenipotentiarics; 
and their conclusiuns may be rejected. But, 
on the other hand, it ought not to be overe 
looked that our Ministers, and much more so 
our Pleuipotentiaries at Gheat could know 
Rothing of Monroe’s letter at the time they 
Came to a conclusion on this Treaty. It was 
only on Monday se’'nnight that the draft was 
accaded to hy the Cabinet, with the addi. 
tion of the clause that hostilities should not 
be considered as terminated till the Treaty 
should be catiËed by the President. 

Now it was not till Thursday last that the 
copy of Mouroe’s letter reached this coun- 
try==and on Saturday the Treaty was signed 
probably before that letter was seey by our 
Plenijotentiariest for it could not be'setir off 
from London before Thursday night, 

It is exceedingty probable that new instruc- 
tions were sent with a copy of that tetter, as 
Soon as possible; but it would be absurd to 
blume Ministers for not possessing powers 
denied to man, Who could possibly tell that 
within three days after agreving to the terms, 
a production: of such a quality as Mourve’s 
better should arrive ? 

We have no hesitation in saying, that to

For it must not be disguised, that every evil is 
to betapprehended from the delays that may be, 
interpused by the quirking, quibbling chi.

A single blow that can be intlicted upou the 
enemy ought not to be withhelds for in spite 
of the Treaty, we are convinced that Mae 
dison’s signature will, even now, be obtained 
only by threshing hin to compliance. 

When Madisou’s signature shalt have been 
obtained will the dinger be then over? No. 
The principal business will still remain to be 
settled==the new boundary line. In the 
mean time the Americans will keep improving 
their means to command, if they cununot, as in 
the ‘Freaty by which the last boundaries were 
settled, outwit our Commissivners, and ob- 
taiu by negociation, such a boundáry as may 
euable them at any time to invade < anada, and 
ultimately to rob us of that possessiun. 

Our opinion is—and we state it without 
disguise, that if we relax in measures of hus. 
tility before the boundary be actually scttled, 
Canada will be tost to tris country at uo very 
remote period. Fhe appearance of Monroe’s 
letter certainly gives to vur Ministers a right 
to demaud, notwithstanding the Treaty, that 
the frontier boundary shall be settled defini. 
tively before the cessation of hostilites—upon 
this plain-grouad, that the American Govern- 
nent stands convicted of want of good faith; 
for either the President has spoken falscly to 
the United States through Monroe, or the 
United States have spoken falsely through 
their Commissioners at Ghent, and it is highly 
proper that this contradictiou be cleared up 
before this couutry act upon the present 
Treaty. -

As this report may excite recollections 
with regard to similar instances of mystery, 
our r.aders may like to have before then 
the accouut of an unknown prisoner, who 
made:so much noise in Europe about a 
hundred and fifty years back under the 
title of the Mar with the Iron: Mask. dt 
is extracted from Voltaire's Age of Louis 
the 14th :— 

€ Some months after the death of this 
minister (Mazarin, in 1661) there hap- 
pened an event which has no example ; 
and what is equally strange is, (hat none 
of the historiaus scein to know any thing 
of the matter. There was sent, with Che 
utmost privacy, to the castle in the Ísland 
of St. Margaret, in the Mediterranean 
near Provence, a prisoner unknown, ef 
more than ordinary stature, young, and 
ot a most handsome and noble figure. 
This prisoner, on the road, wore a mesk,

steel springs, which gave him the liberty 
of cating without taking it of. Orders 
were given to kull him if the should attempt 
to discover himself, He remained in ttiis 
islanct till an ofcer of great trust, named 


St. Mars, Governor: of Piguerol, baring

year 1690, went to fetch him from the isle 
of St. Margaret, and conducted him to 
the Bastile, sull masked.

‘The stranger on his arrival at the 
Bastile, was lodged in the best « partment. 
He was refused nothing that he asked 
for. His great passion was for lace and 
for linen of extraordinary fineness. Île 
played on the gatar. His table was 
always served in th: most elegant manner, 
and the Governor seldoin sat down in his 
presence. An okd physictan of the Bastile, 
who had often attended this singular pere 


‚sonage in his ilinesses, declared that he 


had never seen his face, though, he had 
Olten cxamined his tongue, and other 
parts of his body. He stil also, that he 
was extremely well male, that his skin 
was rather brown, that he interested by 
the mere tone ot his voice, and never 
complained of his situation, nor gave the 
least. hint who he was. 

& The uuknown died in 1704, and was 
burried at night in the Parish of St. Paul. 
W bat incrcases the mystery is, that when 
‘he was sent to the isle of St, Margar.t, no 
considerable person had disappeared in 
Europe and this prisoner was undoubtedly 
a man of some consequerrce, for ou the first 
dirys after his arrivak, (he Governor him 


self placed the dishes on his table, and 


then retired, after shuting him in. Once 
day, he wrote something en once of the 
silver plates with the point of a knife, and 
(hrew it out of the window towards a boat
